BUFFALO, Nov. 8.—First Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney William S. Jackson of this 
city, who has been elected Attorney Gen- 
eral on the Democratic ticket, said to- 
lay in reply to a question concerning his 
attitude toward trusts and other combina- 
tions in trade: 

**T shall strictly enforce the law against 
all corporations or individuals which vio- 
late it.

Planters Plan a Concern to Defeat the 
“Conspiracy of Wall Street.” 


ATLANTA, Nov. 8.—A movement 
signed ‘‘ to maintain a profitable price for 
cotton against the conspiracy of Wall; 
Street’’ was started this evening at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Southern Cotton Association. The 
method proposed for accomplishing this 
purpose is the formation of the Southern 
Cotton Company, with an authorized cap- 
ital of $100,000,000, to build warehouses, 
buy up cotton at reasonable prices, and 
otherwise endeavor to regulate selling so 
that cotton shall be traded in on the basis 
of its intrinsic value, rather than on spec- 
ulation, 

Fifteen members of the Executive Com- 
the Southern Cotton Associa- 
attended to-night’s meeting. They 
all the cotton States. It is 
proposed that the affairs of the com- 
pany shall be administered by a board of 
thirty-five Directors, who shall establish 
fair cotton prices, and endeavor to have 
them maintained. 

Should the Directors believe cotton to 
be worth more than the Wall Street price} 
the company will pay that price regardless } 
of the so-called market value, and hold 
the product for a rise. It was decided to 
defer final action on the project until 
the next meeting of the Executive Com-

During his visit on the Canal Zone the 
President will make a special investiga- 
tion of the Jabor conditions there, which 
has been urgently requested by President 
Gompers and other officials of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. The labor men 
have been making a hard fight for the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour law on the 
Isthmus, and contend bitterly that it is 
violated continually by the conditions of 
labor required of mechanics and other 
American workingmen. 

The President will be away from Wash- 
ington for twelve days, according to the 
schedule that has been arranged for the 
trip. On his return from the Canal Zone 
he will visit Porto Rico, stopping at San 
Juan for one day. At the White House 
to-day the following official statement of 
the itinerary was given out: 

Arrive at Colon Thursday morning, Nov. 
15; President and Mrs, Amador, Secre- 
tary Arius, Mr. and Mrs, Shonts, Chief 
Engineer and Mrs. Stevens to be received 
before leaving ship.

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WEST SIDE FIREBUG BUSY. 


Five Fires Early This Morning—Ex- 
cltement Kills a Woman. 


Five incendiary attempts were made 
early this morning to burn flat houses in 
West Sixtieth Street, between Columbus, 
Amsterdam, and West End Averues. In 
each case the fire was discovered before 
heavy damage was done, but fifty faml- 
lies, in e five places, were driven out 
of doors, terrified, and in scanty clothing. 

Two alarms had to be sent in to bring 
sufficient fire apparatus for five fires | 
80 close together. In one of the houses | 
at 107 West Sixtleth, the excitement so af- | 
fected Mrs. Caroline Swain, 80 years old, 
a helpless paralytic, that she died of the 
shock while being taken out. 

The person suspected by the police and 
the tenants of setting the fires got away, 
but escaped so narrowly in the first place 
visited that the man who discovered the | 
blaze heard the incendlary’s footsteps 
as he ran out. 

This fire was in the five-story house at 
105-107 West Sixtieth Street, just west of 
Columbus Avenue and opposite the Paulist | 
Church. The second fire, discovered only | 
ten minutes later, was in the basement at | 
187 West Sixtieth Street. 

The third, discovered ten minutes after 
the second, was in a third five-story house | 
at No. 215, between Amsterdam and West 
End Avenues. The first two houses are 
occupied by whites, the third by negroes 
and whites. 

In the first house a heap of shavings 
was al] alight in a passageway. In the 
second an old couch in the basement was 
set afire. The whole basement front in 
the third house was afire when the fire- 
men reached there. 

Less than an hour after the third fire, 
a fourth incendiary fire, suposedly set by 
the same firebug, was discovered in the 
five-story tenement house at 249 West 
Sixty-first Street, occupied wholly by 
colored people. Policeman Eiselberg got 
the tenants out and turned in an alarm, 
About $500 damage was done in the base- 
ment. 

At 2.08 A. M. two alarms were sent in 
from the box at Columbus Avenue and 
Sixty-first Street. The police sald a fifth 
house had been set afire. 


THROW BOMB; GET $500,000. 


Russian Terrorists Surround a Station 
and Kill Soldiers. 


WARSAW, Nov. 8.—Upon the arrival of 
a train over the Vienna-Warsaw Railroad 
at Rogow Station to-night a band of ter- 
rorists surrounded the station and threw 
a bomb at the mail van. The train was 
derailed. Several soldiers escorting the 
van were killed or wounded. 

The terrorists then robbed the mails, 
and it is rumored that they got away 
with a very large sum of money, estimat- 
ed as high as $500,000.

Controller-Elect Suffering from 
Injury to His Spine. 


DEMOCRATS ARE ANXIOUS 


Hughes as Governor May Fill the 
Place for One Year by Appointment 
—Wilson Succeeds Kelsey.

ALBANY, Nov. 8.—Controller-elect Mar- 
tin H. Glynn of Albany may never take 
office. He is now in Germany, and has 
been there since Spring. Some time ago! 
Mr. Glynn had a fall, which injured his 
spine, and his stay in Europe is for the 
treatment of the injury, which is under- 
stood to be a serious one. In fact, it may 
be many months more before Mr. Glynn 
finally recovers. 

It is a fact that Mr. Glynn’s health {fs 
more important to him than office-hold- 
ing, loyal Democrat though he is. It is 
also a fact that he was nominated for 
Controller at the Democratic State Con- 
vention through the influence of Patrick 
E. McCabe, the State Committeeman from 
Albany County, and that the nomination 
was made without special reference to 
Mr. Glynn’s wishes. Now that he is 
elected his personal friends are greatly 
concerned. 

Mr. Glynn is editor of The Times Unfon, 
the Democratic evening paper here. He 
was unable to give his personal attention 
to his duties for some time before going 
to Europe, and those who know him best 
wonder how he can attend to the duties 
of a great office like that of Controller of 
the State of New York. 

No word has come from Mr. Glynn as to 
when he will return to this country, nor 
in fact has any word yet reached here so 
far as known as to what he thinks about 
his election as Controller. When the 
Democratic leaders wake up to the situa- 
tion no doubt they will pester Mr. Glynn 
with numerous cablegrams as to when he 
will return, what his policy will be, and 
whom he will appoint as deputies and so 
on, This is just what Glynn's friends don't 
want to happen. Their concern is to have 
him regain his health if that be possible 
and keep his mind free of politics and 
newspaper work altogether. They don’t 
know just how to accomplish this unless 
in some way the cablegrams could be 
kept from him. 

If he does not return in time to take the 
oath of office, or declines the post, the 
Democrats will suffer a great disappoint- 
ment. Next to the Governor, the Con- 
trollership is in many ways the most im- 
portant State office. He is the watchdog 
of the treasury. Not a cent can be ex- 
pended by the State for any purpose un- 
less the Controller permits it by his 
official warrant.

Should Mr. Glynn fail to qualify, Gov- 
ernor-elect Hughes, on assuming office, 
has the power to appoint a Controller to 
serve until Dec. 31, 1907. The election of 
a Controller for the ensuing year would 
take place in November, 1907. The nomi- 
nation could be made by the State Com- 
mittees of each party or in regular State 
Convention. 

The situation relative to Mr. Glynn was 
especially called to the attention of every- 
body In this city to-day by the appoint- 
ment of Deputy Controller William C. 
Wilson as Controller to succeed Otto Kel- 
sey. Gov. Higgins’s appointment comes

WOODRUFF READY FOR FIGHT. 


Orders County Chairmen to Hire 
Counsel and Watch Vote Counting. 


The tremendous interests at stake in the 
probable defeat of the Republican State 
ticket, except for Mr. Hughes, has led 
the Republican managers to decide. that 
they will apply to the Supreme Court for 
@n order to compel the production of all 
void and protested ballots cast in this 
city in Tuesday's election; that these be 
counted by the Board of Aldermen, who 
next Tuesday will sit to canvass the vote. 
Herbert Parsons, Chairman of the County 
Committee, will make the application for 
this county. 

The County Chairmen through the State 
will make applications of the same kind 
for their counties wherever a count of 
the void and protested ballots is deemed 
necessary. The Boards of Supervisors 
meet on Tuesday in every county to can- 
vass the votes. State Chairman Woodruff 
said yesterday that he had instructed 
every Chairman to employ counsel to 
make such legal motions as may be nec- 
essary. 

When Mr. Woodruff started for his Adi- 
rendack camp last night he would con- 
cede nothing to the Democrats, although 
he admitted that the outlook did not seem 
promising. He insisted that it would take 
an official count to decide who has won, 
and that legal steps might be necessary 
to protect the interests of the Republican 
candidates, who on the face of the re- 
turns seem to have been defeated. 

Attorney General Mayer is investigating 
thé count in Queens, and it was darkly in- 
timated at Republican headquarters that 
@ scandal might be unearthed there. It 
Was recalled that in Queens last year, 
when the tally sheets in some of the dis- 
tricts were examined, they showed that 
more votes had been cast in some of 
them than there were registered voters. 


The question of opening the ballot boxes 
wes finally disposed of by the decree of 
the courts, and the Queens County scan- 
dai was then forgotten for the time. In 
view, however, of the fact that Skene re- 
ceived nearly twice the plurality there on 
Tuesday last that Hearst did, the pe- 
culiarities of last year have been deemed 
significant enough to call for the inter- 
ference of the Attorney General. 

Chairman Woodruff refused to discuss 
reports he had received from up the 
State that frauds were perpetrated in 
the interests of the Democratic candi- 
dates. He said that his actions after 
mext Monday, when he will return to 
town, will indicate the nature of the re- 
ports he has received. 


CONNERS CALLS A COUNCIL. 


Says the Republicans Are Stealing 
the Election, Even from Hearst. 


With the Republican State Committee 
preparing to go into court in every coun- 
ty of the State to contest the elections of

The fact-that enough of the Democratic

Whether Governor-elect Hughes will favor 
}any such scheme none of them professes 
to know. 

The big Republican plum has been the 
$101,000,000 barge canal. The patronage 
attaching to that project ‘is enormous. 
| Places paying from $3 a day up to some- 
thing attractive to even men of consider- 
, able ability, outside of the great staffs of 
;engineers and those who have to have 
| technical ability, have been created. When 
the work reached greater headway the 
Republican organization intended to cre- 
ate more. The victory of the Democrats 
balks all these plans, for the time at 
least. 

The so-called Barge Canal act is Chap- 
; ter 147 of the Laws of 1903._It was en- 
| acted by a Republican Legislature and 
{signed by Gov. Odell, a Republican. By 
that act provision was made for the issu- 
ance of the bonds for the construction of 
the canal and for the work to be done. 
The act was submitted to the people for 
their approval in November, 1903, and 





| was approved by a large plurality. The 
; machinery for the reconstruction of the 


Erie, Champlain, and Oswego Canals was 
then set in motion. 
The Barge Canal Plum. 

Section 4 of the Barge Canal act pro- 
vides that the State Engineer may “ take 
possession of and use lands, structures, 
and waters the appropriation of which 
for the use’ of the improved canals and 
for the purposes of the work and im- 
provement authorized by this act shall 
in his judgment be necessary.” 


| Section 6 says in part: 


All the work shall be done by contract. Be- 
fore any such contract shall be made the State 
Engineer shall divide the whole work into such 
sections or portions as may be deemed for the 
best interests of the State In contracting for the 
same, and shall make maps, plans, and specifi- 
cations for the work to be done and materials 
furnished Yor each of the sections into which 
said work fs divided. * * * No alteration shall 
be made tn any such map; plan, or specification 
or the plan of any work under contract during 
its progress, except with the consent and ap- 
proval of the Superintendent of Public Works 
and the State Engineer. * * * The Superin- 
tendent of Public Works may reject all the 
bids whenever In his judgment the interests of 
the State will be enhanced thereby. © * © No 
contract which exceeds by 10 per cent. the 
gross cost of the work estimated by the State 
Engineer shall be awarded unless such award 
shall be approved by the State Engineer and 
Canal Board. 


Section 12 says: 

All questions which under the provisions of 
this act are to be determined by the Canal 
Board ehall be decided by “a majority vote of 
all members of such board. 

The Barge Canal act therefore places 
great power in the Canal Board, consist- 
ing of the Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of State, Controller, Treasurer, Attorney 
General, State Engineer, and Superin- 
tendent of Public Works. 

One Republican Vote. 

From present indications the Repub- 
licans will have but one vote in the Canal 
Board and the Democrats six. Even if 
Bruce should »e elected Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor he and the Superintendent of Public 
Works, who is appointed by the Governor, 
would be in a decided minority. 

The Canal Board might, however, be 
legislated out of business. Of course, all 
of this could hardly be accomplished 
without the consent of the Governor. It 
is also for the Governor to say how much 
money the departments which Democrats 
will head shall have for expenses of oper- 
ation. So, although the Democrats appear 
to have great advantages, legislation may 
put them in such a position that the only 
real big things they will have are the 
Controllership and the Attorney General- 
ship. So far as the State is concerned, 
the Controlership is the most important. 
Not a cent can be paid out unless he ap- 
proves. In that the Democrats have a 
real grip on the State’s moneys. One of 
the most important things the Controller 
has in charge is the collection of taxes 
under the workings of the Franchise Tax 
act and allowing the paying out of vast 
sums for the maintenance of the State's 
charities. 

There {!s a Canal Advisory Board, which, 
however, has purely advisory powers. The 
State Engineer is supposed to consult with 
them relative to all the barge canal work. 
The board has no patronage to speak of, 
its members merely drawing salaries as 
expert consulting engineers for the State. 
This board is composed of ex-State Engi- 
neer Edward A. Bond and four others. 
There is also the Canal Appraisal Board, 
which has to do with the appraisal of 
lanis the State needs for the prosecution 
of the barge canal route. This board is 
Republican, and as its members are ap- 
pointed by the Governor, the Democrats 
will not have a chance at this part of the 
canal patronage.

GRAIN DEALS NOT WAGERS. 


Court Upholds Contracts for Purchase 
and Sale for Future Delivery. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 8.—The United 
States Circult Court of Appeals handed 
down a decision to-day upholding the va- 
lHidity of contracts for the purchase and 
sale uf grain for future delivery, as made 
in the Chicago Board of Trade and the 
Merchant’s Exchange of St. Louis. The 
case is that of Thomas A. Cleage, Jr., ap- 
pellee, against W. H. Laidley and others. 

Cleage dealt in about 14,000,000 bushels 
of grain and less than 2 per cent. of it 
was delivered. The brokers to whom he 
became indebted filed a creditors’ petition 
in bankruptcy, vpon which Cleage was 
adjudged to be a bankrupt. The adjudi- 
cation was contested on the ground that 


their claims against Cleage were grounded 
upon wager agreements and wer® there- 
fore void. 

The Court of Appeals holds that the 
evidence did not disclose a purpose to set- 
tle the obligation of the contracts that 
the transactions were not wagers.

BE U. S. SENATOR 


His Election to Succeed Thomas 
M. Patterson Is Expected. 


VERY POPULAR IN COLORADO 


Has Lived There Eight Years and 
Taken a Prominent Part in Poli- 
tics and as a Philanthropist.

DENVER, Col., Nov. 6.—With a Leg- 
islature standing about 75 Republicans 
and 25 Democrats on join ballot, the elec- 
tion of Simon Guggenheim to succeed 
Thomas M. Patterson in the United States 
Senate is as cerfain as anything in poli- 
tics can be. When the Legislature meets 
there will be several nominations, and 
the other nominees will receive compli- 
mentary votes, but Mr. Guggenheim will 
be elected. He has made his home here 
for the last eight years, and he will be 
able to do a vast amount of good for 
Colorado in the Senate. 

Mr. Guggenbeim is popular among the 
miners because of the frequent and 
marked reduction in rates for the treat- 
ment of ores within the last six years by 
the American Smelting and Refining 
Company, of which he is the head in Col- 
orado. He has been a liberal contributor 
to all public subscriptions and to charity, 
and within a month completed an $80,000 
building at the State School of Mines, 
which he donated to that institution. 

For some time the Republicans of Colo- 
rado have been engaged in factional 
strife and Mr. Guggenheim has brought 
them together. Besides this, he has been 
very popular with the business men of 
Denver, and the nomination for Governor 
has been offered to him by the Repub- 
licans time and again.

“Yes, I know there has been an elec- 
tion,” said Mr. Jerome when reporters 
began to ask questions, “ but I have re- 
frained from talking about it, because 
there is so much to say once you get 
started and there are so many sides to 
the question that it is difficult to figure 
it all out just yet. Of course, the thing 
that stands out is the way that Hearst 
ran behind his associates, instead of 


thought they would be.” 

“Do you think that Hearst is down 
and out?” 

“No, not at all. If he should change 
his methods a bit and conduct a more 
conservative campaign for the same prin« 
ciples that he espoused this Fall theré fs 
no reason why he should not become a 
very great power, though probably not In 
the Democratic Party. The American 
people forget things easily, and, provided 
a man does not do anything too terrible 
and trims his sails right, he can regain 
public esteem without great difficulty. 

‘The chief mistake Hearst made was in 
sandbagging the Democratic Party to 
make it do his bidding, instead of sitting 
back, as he says he is going to do now, 
and ‘fighting in the ranks.’ Then, when 
the party had carried the State he would 
have loomed up in large proportions, in- 
stead of being the figure he is now. 

‘‘But to say that he will not come up 
again {gs poor prophecy. His papers give 
him control of a tremendous force, and if 
he will apply it in a different way—that 
is, using saner methods and a more con- 
servative character of attack—he may 
well become a big man again.”

FOUR ROADS TO REPLY 
TO DEMANDS 10-DAY 


Trainmen, in Seoret Conferences, 
Plan Their Campaign. 


THREAT MADE TO THE READING 


Union Man Says It Yielded Under 
Coercion—Employes of Other 
Roads May Join the Conference. 


Representatives of the Order of the 
Brotherhood of Engineers and the Fire- 
men’s Brotherhood held secret sessions all 
day at the Broadway Central Hotel, yes- 
terday to line up their organizations for 
demands for what they call ‘‘a square 
deal’’ from the New York Central, the 
Lackawanna, the Erie, and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroads. 

The answers to the demands are expect- 
ed to be laid before the Grievance Com- 
mittees at their meetings to-day. Rep- 
resentatives of the two brotherhoods were 
exceedingly close-mouthed yesterday and 
declined to say what would happen if the 
“square deal” failed to materialize. 

Grand Chief Hanrahan of the Firemen’'s 
Brotherhood and Assistant Grand Chief 
Cable were present at yesterday’s confer- 
ence. The discussion involved a compli- 
cated schedule of. wages which the men 
have asked to have adopted by the roads. 
The engineers want in some cases an in- 
crease of 10 per cent, in wages; In some 
cases less, but an increase that will ben- 
efit all the men. The Lackawanna men, 
it is understood, have met resistance at 
almost every point in their demands, and 
were not at all cheerful over the situation 
yesterday. 

“Will there be any trouble if the de- 
man-‘jis are not granted?” one of the en- 
gineers was asked. 

‘‘ All I can say is that I hope not,” he 
replied. ‘‘ We are not looking for trouble, 
and don’t want any. Our demands have 
been considered with the greatest care 
and consideration for all the elements in 
the situation. We will probably know 
to-morrow whether we've got a square 
deal. The repert of differences between 
the Firemen and Locomotive Brotherhoods 
is not true. We are thoroughly organ- 
ized, and the roads know just how the 
men fee}.’’ 

There have been four conferences be- 
tween the engincers of the Lackawanna 
and. President Truesdale, all abortive. 
The company, it was learned, was not dis- 
posed to come anywhere near meeting the 
engineers’ demands. 

A representative of the Order of Ralil- 
way Trainmen said yesterday that the 
Reading -Railroad had granted a 10 per 
cent. increase to all of its men receiving 
less than $200 a month only after Grand 
Chief Morrissey of Cleveland had threat- 
ened to tie up the road on twenty-four 
hours’ notice.

FIGHT FOR COAL LANDS. 


|Government Seeks to Recover Them 
from Gould Companies in Utah. 


| SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. &8—Suits in- 
stituted by the Federal Government to 
recover thousands of acres of coal lands 
|now held by the Utah Fuel and the Plea- 
Bant Valley Coal Company, came up 
to-day before Judge John A. Marshal! in 
the United States District Court. These 
|} coal companies are known as Gould cor- 
porations, and are controlled in the in- 
| terest of the Denver & Rio Grande Rail- 
| way system. 

John M. Waldron of Denver, appear- 
|}ing for the corporations, questioned the 
jurisdiction of the Utah court over the 
two coal companies, which are incorpo- 
rated in New Jersey and over the Morton 
Trust Company of New York, which as 
holder of bonds of the coal companies in 
trust, is a co-defendant. Mr. Waldron 
also atacked the Government bill from 
a point of equity. The lands in question 
were largely acquired by selection through 
the Utah State Land Board. He argued 
that under the act of Congress grant- 


ing all saline lands to the State of Utah 
there was no exemption of coal lands, 
hence the Utah Land Board had the right 
to select these lands and dispose of them 
as had been done.

“ON REBATING CHARGES 


Grand .Jury in Minneapolis Also 
Accuses 4 Grain Concerns. | 


ELEVEN OFFICIALS INCLUDED 


| 


The Railroads Are Charged with Ab- 
sorbing Grain Etevator Charges and 
the Dealers with Receiving Rebates. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 8.—Hleven 
indictments were handed to Judge Loch- 
ren, in the United States District Court, 
this afternoon, covering the giving of 
rebates by ‘railroads and receiving of the 
same by grain firms and individuals. 

The railroad corporations against which 
the indictments were returned are as fol- 
lows: 

The Great Northern Railroad Company, | 
four ‘ndictments, with about seventy-five 
counts. 

The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & | 
Omaha Railway, one indictment, with 
fifty counts. 

The Wisconsin Central Rallway, one in- | 
dictment, with seventeen counts. 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis Railway, 
one indictment, with five counts, 

Indictments were also returned charg- ! 
ing the W. P. Devereaux Company, the 
McCaul-Dinsmore Company, the Minne- | 
apolis Ames Brooks Company of Duluth, , 
and the Duluth Milling Company wisit| 
receiving rebates. 

The general offense charged in the rail- | 
road indictments is the absorption of 
grain elevator charges. The indictments |: 
against the Great Northern Railway! 
charged the corporation with giving re- | 
bates to the Spencer Grain Company and 
the McCaul-Dinsmore Company. The Chi- | 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha, the 
Wisconsin Central, 
& St. Louls Railroads are charged with 
favoring the Spencer Grain Company. 

Indictments were also returned against 
eleven officials of the railroads. United 
States Attorney Houpt said he would not 
give the names for publication, as no 
service had been obtained on them. 

After the indictments had been given to 
the court, the jurors were excused for 
the term and told to convene again in St. 


Paul.

None of those interested expected that 
the indictments would be returned. Each 
railroad attempted to disclaim any crim- 
inal relations with the grain companies. 
The Grand Jury bas been in almost con- 
tinuous session on the rebate matters. 


DENY OIL REBATING, 


Railroads Say the Two Rates Were on 
Different Routes. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 8.—The argu- 
ments were resumed to-day In the United 
States Circuit Court on the demurrers of 
the New York Central, the Pennsylvania 
and allied railroads to the indictments 
charging them with giving rebates dnd 
concessions to the Standard Oil Company 
on shipments of oil from Olean, N. Y., to 
Rutland, Vt. 

Frank Rumsey, attorney for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, deelared that there 
had been no violation of the Elkins act, 
as the sixteen-cent and the nineteen-cent 
rates were over different routes. The nine- 
teen-cent rate had existed for years, Mr. 
Rumsey said, and if there had been any 


| Violation it was in the neglect of the rail- 
roads to publish both rates. 

United States District Attorney Brown 
replied that the ee ge public did not 
know of the existence of two rates by 
which the Standard Oil Company was 
benefited, and that the facts had only 
come to light recently. It was announced 
that a decision would be hande@ down 
after briefs had been submitted. 


CITY WINS TELEPHONE SUIT. 


Appellate Court Holde That It Need 
Not Grant Permits. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down its opinion 
in the case, decided last Monday, of the 
People ex rel. New York Electric Lines 
Company against William B. Ellison, 
Commissioner of Electricity. The court 
affirms Justice Bischoff’s denial of a 
motion for a peremptory writ of man- 
damus to compel the Commissioner to 
issue permits fo the company for the 
opening of thé streets to lay condults. 
Justice Ingraham writes the opinion, and 
all the Justices concur. 

The company claims the right to lay the 
conduits under a franchise granted by 
the Board of Aldermen on April 10, 1883. 
Justice Ingraham reviews the history of 
the company and its operations and says: 


All the elements of a contract are lacking. 
The relator assumed no obligation «whatever 
in relation to the construction of the subway. 
All that it agreed to do was that when it built 
the subway it would comply with the condi- 
tions imposed. Until the permission granted 
was accepted by some act of the corporation 
under it, I think there was no contract. If the 
relator hai agreed to construct these subways 
within a specified time a different question 
would have been presented, but tn all the cases | 
where these grants of franchises have been 
held to be irrevocable it has been because 
this was an obligation to construct the thing 
granted or the grantee had acted under its 
grant and had constructed it. In those cases a 
consideration would be apparent. The relator 
had not acted under the permission granted 
by the Common Council. No subway had been 
built, and, as I view it, no right was acquired 
that was not subject to legislative control.

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ODD LIFE REVEALED 
‘BY CHEMIST’S DEATH 


“Col.” Heaton Was Mineralogist, 
Inventor, and Artist. 


PROBABLY KILLED HIMSELF 


Harlem Character, Who Died In Pov- 
erty, an Oxford Graduate, with 
an Interesting History. 


Charles Heaton, a soldierly looking man, 
who was known in. the cafés in 125th 
Street as Col. Heaton, was found dead 
in his rooms on the second floor of the 
office building, 102 West 127th Street, late 
yesterday afternoon. The indication to 
Coroner Shrady and the police is pretty 
strong and clear that he committed sul- 
cide, but there is nothing positive about 
it. One of three gas jets in the two 
rooms he occupied was opened and unlit. 
Two gas jets were aflame. The dead 
man’s mouth was also burned, as though 
he had taken some corosive poison. There 
was no letter speaking of suicide. 

Heaton’s death revealed that he was a 
chemist, mineralogist, and inventor. His 
body was found amid a great heap of 
patents, manuscripts treating of chemis- 
try and mineralogy, a lot of sketches 
showing that he was also an artist of 
gome skill, and evidences that, he had 
studied civil engineering. He occupied 
Only two rooms. One of them was fitted 
up as a laboratory. 

Heaton had not been seen on 125th 
Street since Monday. The body indicated, 
when found, that Heaton had died either 
on Monday or Tuesday. The fact was 
not suspected until yesterday, however, 
when the milkman noticed that a light 


was burning in his rooms, which he had 
geen there on the morning before, and 
that the milk he had placed at his door 
had not been taken away. The police 
were then notified. 

Heaton appeared in Harlem about the 
first of last January. 
with whom he spoke since then he said 
that he was a bachelor, and his rooms 
Gorroborated him. His {aboratory was a 
veritable junk shop, in which were scat- 
tered ores, chemicals, apparatus, glass 
cones and bottles, the composition and 
the use of which neither the Coroner nur

Heaton had made a specialty of makin 
emery wheels and razor honing devices o 
Various kinds. His mind had been con- 
@entrated in late years on the use of 
corundum, pigment to be put on razor 
strops, an there was also evidence 
é@nough in the room,to show that he was 

e inventor of the Heaton emery wheel. 

om papers and paraphernalia in the 
rooms Coroner Shrady estimated that 
Heaton had patented at least fifty arti- 
cles of various kinds. 

What was liearned about Heaton's past 
was procured mainly from Hugo Bierlof 
and from M. F. McCarthy, a manufacturer 
of fancy tiling, living at 88 West 132d 
Street. McCarthy advertised for a min- 
erologist and chemist early in January 
and Heaton answered the advertisement. 
He engaged him as soon as he had spoken 
with him a minute or two. From these 
two men Coroner Shrady learned these 
facts about Heaton’s past: 

‘Heaton was born in this country of a 

od English family 6&4 years ago. His 
Sother was an Episcopal clergyman in 
England. Soon after his birth his parents 
went back to England and young Heaton 
went to Oxford. He was graduated from 
there as a chemist. 

The papers in his rooms also showed 
that Heaton has or had a sister living— 
Mrs. John Sherwood of Gilford, Chemung 
County, N. Y. McCarthy heard him say 
that he had been at one time the owner 
of a large ranch at Shooting Creek, Va., 
and had owned a mine there. In those 
days, he explained, he was worth half a 
million, 

The only indication that McCarthy got 
that things were not going right with 
Heaton was on Thursday last. On that 
day the two men met, and Heaton re- 
marked to McCarthy: 

“Things are going against me. I guess 
T'll get out of here. I am very despond- 
ent.”’ 

The Coroner found in Heaton’s room 
only 49 cents in cash. 


REMARRIAGE HELD TO BE VOID 


After a Prohibition in Divorce Outside | 


This State, and a Wedding Here. 


Supreme Court Justice Giegerich signed 
a decree yesterday annulling the marriage 
of Ida Glenn Turner to Will C. Turner, on 
the ground that she had married in this 
State after a decree of 
filed against her in another 
grounds which, under the law of 
State, prohibit her remarriage. A lawyer 
connected with the case said that the an- 
nulment on this ground was the first in 
this State he had ever heard of. 

There are many such marriages, 
if this decision holds they can be 
aside at the will of the man 
who hes married the person found guilty 
in the divorce and forbidden 
to remarry—that the second cere- 
mony has been performed in New York 
State. The laws of New Jersey do not 
forbid such a marriage, and had Mr. and 
Mrs. Turner crossed the river or gone into 
any one of several other States they could 
have contracted a valid marriage. 

Mrs. Turner is an actress. Her stage 
name is Ida Glenn. Turner is a broker. 
Mrs. Turner's former husband was Frank 
L. Perley, the theatrical manager. He 
obtained a divorce from her in Chicago. 
In 1895, after this decree had been en- 
tered, she married Turner in New York. 

After they had lived together for eleven 
years, an action was begun by Turner in 
the Supreme Court here. The case wes 
sent to a referee, who reported in favor 
of the annulment.

WASHINGTON, .Nov. 8.—Ex-Immigra-

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AMERICAN ACCUSED — 
OF MURDER IN GERMANY 


“Karl Stau” May Be Dr. Cari 
Hau, a Washington Professor, 


HE IS ARRESTED IN LONDON 


Charged with Killlng His Mother-in- 
Law in Baden-Baden—Hau Is 
a Well-Known Lawyer. 


LONDON, Nov. 8—Karl Stau, alias 
Hau, described as a lawyer of Washing- 
ton, D. C., was arraigned at the Bow 
Street Police Court this morning for ex- 
tradition to Germany on the charge of 
murdering his mother-in-law at Baden- 
Baden, Grand Duchy of Baden. 

The prisoner declared that the charge 
wes due to a misunderstanding and asked 
the Magistrate to send him immediately 
to Germany for trial. He was remanded 
pending the arrival of evidence. 

Stau’s wife and child were with him 
at the Hotel Cecil here when he was ar- 
rested. The police found a loaded revol- 
ver and 7,000f. ($1,400) on the person of 
the prisoner. 

Stau is described ag being 26 years old. 
The police have not yet received depo- 
sitions from Germany, and until these 
arrive they cannot give further informa- 
tion concerning him. They say, however, 
there {s no suggestion of robbery in the 
charges. 

According to the evidence of the de- 
tective who made the arrest the charge 
upon which he was taken into custody 
was explained to Stau. After declaring 
that there was a misunderstanding Stau 
asked where the murder had been com- 
mitted. The detective told him the tele- 
gram had emanated from Baden-Baden. 
Thereupon Stau said: “I have just ar- 
rived from there. ‘That accounts for two 
telegrams my wife received to-day saying 
her mother was dying. Good God! Am I 
accused of murdering her?” 

In court Stau wished to correct the 
statement by the detective. He declared: 
“What I said was that I had just arrived 
from the Continent, not from Baden-Ba- 
den.” The detective, however, persisted 
that his version was correct. 

Stau later received permission to see his 
wife and child and the Magistrate direct- 
ed that the money found on Stau be hand- 
ed over to his wife to pay the bills of the 
party at the Hotel Cecil. 

Stau registered at the hotel under the 
name of Hau. His wife refuses to see 
any one and apparently they have no 
friends in London,

Dr. Muck was hospitably greeted and 
accepted the greeting with dignity and 
reserve. He is tall and spare, almost 
ascetic in the lines of his strong face, and 
looks more the doctor of philosophy he is 
than the musician. The least of his con- 
cerns ts, to all appearances, the audience 
behind him, and there is little or nothing 
in his conducting that is caloulated for 
effect in this direction. His manner 
toward the orchestra is straightforward 
and explicit; his beat is rarely graceful; 
it is sometimes angular. It certainly has 
none of the eloquence and suggestiveness 
that some suppose to reside in the con- 
ductor’s stick. Whatever effect Dr. 
Muck’s conducting has upon the audience 
comes through the ear and not through 
the eye. He is clearly a man of authority 
and intellectual force, and he has that 
classical merit in a conductor of knowing 
what he wants and getting it. He is an 
analyst and a thinker about his art. He 
had taken strongly about every measure 
that he played last evening, and what he 
had thought was realized in the perform- 
ance, Whether he is also a man of warm 
and convincing temperament who can 
rise on occasion to glowing powers of 
eloquence as an interpreter was not so 
clearly established last evening. Yet 
there was not lacking that which stirred 
the audience to enthusiasm. 

The programme was that which he gave 
at his first performance in Boston in 
October, unrelieved or uninterpreted by 


| the offices of a solo performer, compris- 


ing Beethoven's fifth symphony, and, by 
Wagner, “A Faust Overture,” the Sig- 
fried Idyl, and the prelude to ‘‘ Die Meis- 
tersinger. It was a performance in re- 
spect of finish, of elaboration of detail, 
of the general adjustment of the lesser 
proportions to the whole, that at every 
point compelled admiration. It may also be 
said that it was more finely and definitely 
finished than it was a few weeks ago in 
Boston, whence it may be inferred that 
Dr. Muck is not satisfied with first re- 
sults, and that he ts imbued with some- 
thing of that ‘‘ passion for perfection ’”’ 
that is a tradition with the Boston Orches- 
tra. 

There can only be praise for his readings 
of the several numbers of his programme. 
The performance of the symphony was 
an admirable one, full of the spirit and 


| robustness of the music, elastic in tempo, 


minutely shaded in nuance, with all its 
climaxes and contrasts skillfully prepared. 
lt was not a “* Wagnerized " version, even 
in the treatment of the “‘ motto” or de- 
tached theme with which the symphony 
opens; nor does Dr, Muck seek for inner 
voices in the orchestration to be exploited 
at the expense of the symmetry of the 
whole. He is not afraid to let the more 
ithe Sn instruments of the orchestra be 
ieard powerfully when occasion requires; 
yet he has a sense, if not the highest 
sense, of balance of orchestral tone and 
beauty of orchestral color. He did noth- 
ing startling in the symphony, for there 
is nothing startling to be done by him 
who is only for eliciting its beauty and 
who holds to the text and its plain man- 
dates. But it seemed, at last, with all the 
skill expended upon it, that it was not a 
performance that imparted everything 
the symphony has to say. 

Dr. Muck gave a superbly dramatic 
reading of the *‘ Faust”’ overture, captur- 


jing its spirit of gloomy passion entirely 
j;and filling it with an infinity of strongly 


wrought details, which were never al- 
lowed to stop the coursing of the dra- 
matic blood. It may be imagined that his 
leanings are to the dramatic. He put a 
of patience into the “ Siegfried 
Idyl,” whose charms, undeniable and de- 
lectable though they are, are mercilessly 
long. And in the “ Meistersinger ” 
prelude he was again more in his element. 
He takes the tempo faster than most, 
with a loss of perhaps something of the 
most characteristic spirit of the work, 
though there is a splendidly 
energy gained by doing as he does. He 
has no superabundance of lingering ver- 
batos in this piece, and he brings out 
with the utmost clearness the contrapun- 
tal complications in the middle of it that 
are sometimes mud rather than a pellucid 
stream of many-voiced melody. There 
was much enthusiasm aroused by this 
performance, and there was apparently a 
feeling that Mr. Higginson had intrusted 
his men to safe hands.

LETS SENIORITY DECIDE IT 


| So Mme. Szamozy Will Be the First 
Madame Butterfly Seen Here— 
Mmes. Vivienne and Easton Follow. 


After giving deep thought to the prob- 
lem of pleasing three prima donnas and 
their friends—which is second in vexation 
only to the problem involving the contact 
of an immovable body and an irresistible 
force—Henry W. Savage announced yes- 
terday the casts for the first week of 
Puccini's ‘‘ Madame Butterfly " to be pro- 
duced at the Garden Theatre on Monday 
night. The manager lost the services of 
one prima donna in consequence of a 
cholce between stars for the first night in 
Washington, and there were all sorts of 
vexatious possibilities in New York. 

It is finally decided that Mme. Elza 
Szamozy shall have the first appearance 
in the title réle here. She will be fol- 
lowed by Miss Rena Vivienne the second 
night, and Miss Florence Haston the third 
night. Miss Harriet Behnee will have the 
part of Suzuki, the maid, on the first 
night, and Estelle Bloomfield will appear 
in the role the second night. Joseph F. 
Sheehan will play Lieutenant Pinkerton 
first, and Francis Maclennan will follow. 
Winfred Goff will have the Consul’s r6le 
on Mondsy, and Thomas D. Richards on 
Tuesday. 

That seems simple enough. But {t was 
not. It is not a case of a star of first 
magnitude and two lesser stars who had 
to be placed right in the chart. It was 

| & case of three stars of equal magnitude 
all having the right to occupy the same 
space at the same moment—and of course 
no artist can ever afford to permit such 
rights to be forgotten. Besides, the pub- 
lic—and here is a greater consideration— 
must not be led to believe that it is worth 
while to see only one of the stars, and so 
come in a crowd one night and leave 
empty seats on the other two. 

So Mr. Savage for weeks has been won- 
dering and taking counsel. One day it 
would appear that he would choose Mme. 
Szamozy because she had sung the r6ole 
abroad and Mr. Puccini had chosen her 
to interpret the role in America. 

“Yes,” a counselor would say, “ but 
Mr. Puccini also chose Miss Vivienne.

Furthermore, Mme, Szamozy appeared 
the first night in Washington, and it 
would be said that you are starring her 
and the others are of only secondary 
rank.” 

“But Miss Easton’s standing is equal- 
ly high,”” another would say. “ Why 
should there be discrimination against her 
simply because it was not her fortune 
to come directly under the notice of the 
composer?” 

Friends of each of the prima donnas 
called at the manager’s office and con- 
sulted him about it. His counselors divid- 
ed themselves into three hostile camps 
and argued with as much earnestness as 
the Hearst and anti-Hearst men showed 
in the recent campaign. The prima don- 
nas themselves were called into consul- 
tation, and, of course, each felt that it 
was a matter which did not call for abne- 
gation, although neither felt it necessary 
to go to the length of leaving the com- 
pany as Miss Norwood did when Mme. 
Szamozy was put forward. 

“Tt was simply impossible to do as I 
would wish,”’ said Mr. Savage yesterday. 
“If I had my way each of my prima 
donnas would sing on Monday night at 
the same time. I say sincerely that I 
have no choice among them, and would 
be fully satisfied to have either of them 
goon, But, as THE Tims truthfully said, 
two prima donnas cannot sing the same 
réle the same night on the same stage, 
and I had to choose.

honors. This protest is not directed against | 
the events themselyes so much as against the | 
conditions. There is a very genera) demand 
that limitations should be placed upon the 
entrance of so-called freak machines In the| 
free-for-all contests. The presence of freak | 
cars built for no other purpose than speed, | 
and, moreover, built in such a way that fn no 
| possibility could they, be used; or even adapted, 
| tor practical automobile purposes, has long 
been a bone of contention among the owners 
of the regulation high-speed care. Last year 
there was some opposition, and {it had been 
expected that the managers of the meet, with 
the officers of the Florida East Coast Auto- 
mobile Association, would make different pro- 
visions this year, but no restrictions thus far 
have been announced. 

“I know of two or three automobilists who 
own high-powered racing cars,’’ said Jefferson 
De Mont Thompson, Chairman of the Racing | 
Board of the American Automobile Association, | 
yesterday, ‘‘who intended to compete at Ormond | 
next January. Unless some definite announee- | 
ment ia made within a few days regarding | 
the status of freak cars, they have told me | 
that they will not send their cars down. Yet | 
these same men will in all probability omnes | 
their cars to Cuba for the road race there in 
February. This in itself should be a note of | 
warning to the Ormond race management that | 
unless satisfactory conditions are established | 
Cuba will soon become the scene of the big | 
Winter motor racing interest. The purpose of 
automobile racing, while it naturally demands , 
abnormal results from a oar, is not to encour- 
age the building of freak machines, but the 
turning out of cars constructed along legitimate 
lines warranted to be an aid in the future 
practical utility of the motor car.’’ 

In the programme of events for the meet 
eight free-for-all events are provided, and 
these are the races in which certain restric- 
tions are demanded. A steam car built on rad- 
foal lines won three of the free-for-all contests 
last year, making better time than the regular 
gasoline racing machine. The 200-horse power 
Darracqg won the two-mile-a-minute raco in 
0:58 4-5, but was beaten in the kilometer race 
by a steam car, the latter doing 0:18 2-5 to 
0:19 2-5 for the gasoline machine. In the one- 
mile trial the same steamer did 0:28 1-5 against 
0:30 8-5 for the Darracq, and in the five-mile | 


championship the steamer did 2:47 1-5 against 
2:54 8-5 for the Fiat, driven by Lartcia. 

The entry blanks for the meet will be issued 
in a few days and it is barely possible that 
some heed y be given to the demand for 
certain changés. No definite announcement has 
yet been made regarding the placing of a 200 
or 800 mile race on the programme. Several 
owners of cars that took part in the recent | 
Vanderbilt Cup competition have expressed their 
desire for such a race.

Prices were bid up rather sharply in the | 
forepart of yesterday's Stock Exchange | 
session upon the cabled announcement | 
that the Bank of England Directors had | 
found it unnecessary to raise the 6 per!
